The Gladstone Ministry with its new 
brooms is mukitig steiiuoiis efforts for popu- 
larity, nud with tlioso asorul instnimonts of 
domestic puriQoation are sweeping oQ' 
timehonorcd inatiliiiionB and national siifu- 
gaords in a puroxysin of excoasivo zoiil 
By our telegraphic dospatclies yesterday 
it will bo secQ tbat the first Lord of 
the Admiralty has determined on roduc- 
iog the Naval Estimates by a million 
Blerliog, witii the ol)joct no doubt of 
oonvining the nation that his wonderl'iil 
perspicuity has enabled him to discover 
improfideQCe in the management of liin 
predecessors, aod thus for a few days 
draw opoD himself the exolting hypcrbulu 
of a radical press. It is sad to tbiuk tbat 
in catering to a morbid taste in the minds 
of the people, that noble old red 
flag which once floated o'er every 
sea ia every clime, shoold only bo 
known now by its rarity, and that the 
prestige pf old England should be perilled 
in order that the new first Lord of the 
Admiralty shoal d be thought a master of 
economic science. Of course, as in all 
such lueosures of intermittect economy, 
the pariugs are generally taken from the 
part of ibo Government cstablishmonts 
that can least bear the excision ; henco it 
is very likely the rumors afloat 
during the last ten days to the 
effect that some of the sbips 
of war stationed at this port are 
likely to be removed may possess a 
shadow of truth, In this we may be 
mistokeD, as tie amount of saving pro- 
posed is not large, and a reduction of e.Tr« 
penditnre on tho channel fleet, or a de-i 
crease in the naval reserve, would enable 
this assidoODs first Lord to secure the 
coveted feather for his cap ; but we are 
accustomed to these ill-judged economies 
wbicb osaally result in an expenditure to 
the nation of ten times the amouot tem- 
porarily saved. How strikingly this was 
the case at the Crimea, when England 
was forced to boy the efiBciency which 
bad been criminally neglected by liberal 
Governments, from straining after outside 
repote. It may be that the wish is 
father to thought ; but we hope that we 
shall col be affected by any retrenchment 
connected with the Admiralty. The in- 
fltancee of Itidian murders on the coasj 
are oJ too frequent occurrence .to 
admit of oar being left in tbo helpless 
rn.iiinr, "rkir.!-. mo n.ulnnht.ndiv shoold 
be, it any ot Her Majosiy'H ships were 
ri'niovod. As ii if, the visits of tho 
war vessolB to tho coawt aro too rare, 
end not a week poH^es but we have 
leiiere from snilors who believe their 
livex and property io hourly danger 
from hofitila eacnties, and who eontenir. 
jilato the ahitfidonraoiit of thoir farnin 
in the absence ot protection. Any 
uuni' abiiiidoiiment ot iho colnni-is a- 
tbe withdrawal of the navy would in 
volve, is mrely too heartless for evun 
a radical Lord of the Admiralty ; and 
if ibe rem"Ciil i(> abKolmely effected, ii 
will be owinjr to entire if^noraiici; ol 
our position bore in relation to tho 
aborigines. Anoihor reason : Sup 
pose — and ii- is within tbo scope of 
possibility — tbat a namber ot thoso 
mi-guided men calling thorasolves 
Fenians were to take advanlai;o of 
the departure of tbe navy to pay us a 
vinit with a vu w to plunder, what ro- 
sislauco could be dlJ'ured 'I Nduo wl)at- 
ever, and tbe rtsull would be too hor- 
rid to think of. What reparation 
would it be to the unforlunato vio- 
tims if twenty yearn' expenditure (at 
the present rate) wa8ii;curred witli the 
fallacious id'-'u ol puniMtiing tho mu- 
ruuriers, who wo;. Id be lar away Irom 
ihc ^ceno ol tiieir crimo lorii^ heloro 
the p"W' r of inflicting tliu merited 
puiiisbmeiit ciiuld rench us '/ But ihis 
might lead to more serious results ; and 
in erdeavoring to save a fow pal'ry 
tboaBandf>, drag the nation into a war 
that fti uld cost hundreds of millions 
and ooi nns of blood. Tho San Juun 
difliculiy is nut yet sottjoil. Wo liopo 
that tho good senno of liio two ua- 
tiODS involved will enable thorn to 
come to o fair and amicable adjust- 
ment of the difTionlty^ but wo never 
know what a dfcy will bring forth or 
ttit) iio'e-siiioH of Atiioiican politicians 
proiluce ill Llicir strnggles for ancoi d- 
ancy. Tlio imprudent exposure of 
this Colony witboDb proper pro- 
tection fvoold in\ite attack that 
would nut otherwise bo thought of. 
If we rogaid the departure of tho Fleet 
with more Or less dismay, wo look lur~ 
ward ID tlio time when our gullunt 
Admiral will bid us good bye, with 
deep felt sorrow Admiral Hastings 
bas taki n such a deep interest in 
evi-rytbing that vould benefit the 
Oulony or oondure to its welfare, that 
even in th<' ovenl (/ the vessels or 
others of u aiinilar class Ijiiing relam- 
od on thosiaiion, wo ahaJ |uel liis do- 
parturo as we slionld tlu! bus of a doiir 
friend. Ho bus always beoi. foroiiiost 
when nny churiiablo or benovtHont obs 
jcot has boon proposed and his officers 
have in all oases given their hturiy 
aid in carrying out his kindly designa. 
There aro many gallant ^jlliccrs in 11 ir 
Miijorty's INavy ; I ut wo may bo ox. 
cusi-d if wo doubt thai any of thein 
conld huvo ncbieved the o ^nquost of a 
people's beans bo compiotoly us Ad- 
miral Haatings, and tbo gullunl Sons 
of Ifeptane tbati Bail under his flag.

One of the most remarkablo criminalB, 
saye tho Melbourne Poit. who i."f<> Bn-r.j 
ID tbo anavis ot Victorian crime, is Owen 
Suffolk, a London pickpocket, who waa 
transported to this oolooy in 1847, Suffolk 
waa a man of considerable ability and has 
appeared aa the anibor of a story published 
io Melbourne, under Ibo heading of 
of Oiiuie and SuQoring." Saffoilc wosnno of 
the class of cotiviots who were not confined 
on their luodlng, but was placed under 
surveillance. This grace, however, did not do 
moob gorid to SuQoik, lor in 1850 or 185L bo 
waa arretted for robbing the Fynnaford mail 
and received a long aentence, which at least 
extended ever four or five years, and durin 
this time be was engaged as clerk io tbo 
Melb.rurne jttil. His aoquaintacco with the 
c."iinir,a!n of Victoria at this time was very 
e.\leD8ivi' and some of them hud large sums 
ol nooey secreted, the proceeds ot roljboii 
Suilolk, by tbe position be waa placed in, 
aided, no doubt, by lax disoipline, waa 
enabled to change their warrants and alter 
the years of impri.sonraent through the books 
80 that many rutliana escopod with much 
shorter sentences than they received (rom 
the .fodgis of tbo Supremo Court; but one 
of tho forgeries, not so clever as tbo otbori<, 
was discovered and Suffolk waa informed of 
tbe oiroomstaoots. fie said noibiog, but 
with tbo calm, clear sroile pecaiiar to biiii, 
quietly subinit'ed to tho heavy irons that 
wero placed on his arms and legs, and with- 
out an effoit went to ihe hulks in Uobson's 
Bay. 

In lR58wencxt hear ol him, when be re- 
gained hiH (roedom hy tick«t-ol-loave and 
went to Uallarat. There he kept about poraa 
gullies, and griiig into on botil said he was 
dotfcctive Siiico.t (then iu charge of tbo dis- 
trict) and by Lii easy and pei.siasive man- 
ner made tho landlord believe bo was on im- 
portant duty and reqoired money and a borae 
Both were provided for bim and be got clear 
away; hot ho again fell into the society of 
his old friends the police, and received 
another long sentence. Ho waa then in 
Pcntridgoand known under the alang term 
of a 'billot man,' which means that he waa 
clever enough when in jail to reoetvo some 
important poeiilon. 

In the year 1858 be made his way to the 
house of u barber named Mannix, at present 
eeiving three years for receiving stolen 
properly, and was reoeivcd as o species of 
hero. About this time Suflblk, Mannix and 
a law othor notorious criminalf, who wero 
released about tbe same time — une of these 
fellows waa an expert engrave?— formed a 
schema for manufactaring a quantity ol 
forged notes for the Indian niarkel, but when 
tho notes wero manufantured tbs doiectivea 
received ' the offico ' and though they pre- 
vented thefiimsiea from being used, yet 
tboy could not bring tbe otime home to any 
of thn principal aoiois In it, as tbe plant 
was removed a few hours before tba ra d was 
made on the forging house. 

Suffolk kept in tho background during tho 
invostigaiion of the nlluir, and with some 
interest used by his brutner, who is in a 
large way of business near Bristol, he re. 
ceived o conditional pardon, the understand- 
ing being that ho should leave the colony. 
His story of 'Days ol Crime and Yoara of 
SuUerinn' was put)li8hod and with tho money 
ho rccnved froiii tho work, tho cash ho bad 
got from Iho criraiDula whoso warrants ho 
had oltered ond the proooeda of a few ol his 
other swindles be managed to tafce b^s adien 
of Viotoria»ilh a coniiderable amount of 
money. 

During his pacsago homo ho tnado n num- 
ber of friends by his eupurciliuus manner and 
landed in ICnfjIund described as a wealthy 
Bquatler from Ainifulin. Ho made his way 
to his brother'! bouse and edged hii way 
iii»Q «ey.w*! jJ,r|Wifl|[-room8, bis itpsti i^ak- 



ing that be was slightly outre tor English 
eocicty, but it was excusable- at least so 
thoy said — as he was from Amtroiia. 'J'hero 
ho talked largely of bia squatting and baok- 
iag interesta in Auttralii, also admitting that 
he had dabbled in journalism and was pnrc 
proprietor of 'the Melbonrne Argus. In time 
be was invited to several bouses and at la^^t 
WHS introduced to a charming wiiow about 
40 jears ol uge, who wan pon-ieased of a 
houso and grounds well appointed, be.iides 
SlfjOO iu fund?. Suflblk immediately made 
a dead set at tliis lady and alter u limc wroie 
a letter, she being present, to Mr. Keed, 
Solicitor, Melbourne telling him to dispose 
of tbe Colonial Bank shares aud also his 
interest in the Argus newspaper, which bo 
could do by the power of attorney given him. 
Mr. Ileod was, of cnurao, very much BEtonish- 
ed at this Utlor, but no doubt thinking that 
Sullolk whom be had dofoudod many times 
was following some of hia old practices aud 
wante(l Mr Keed's reply, ao that be could 
make nee of 'the envelope bearing tbe Mel- 
bourne postmark and forge a letter to answer 
his own purpohcs, gave inlormatiou to Sii- 
perintijiideni Nicholson who forwarded it to 
iD'ipecitor Field in Scotland Yard. 

In tho meaiitinui SuUolk married tbo 
widow muoh against thu wishes of her 
fi ieoda, and went with bis blooming bride 
10 .London. Ho .had two ocoomplicos — one 
a female, whom he cu led his neice — and 
one dav they went on tho river io a wherry 
near Richmond. Sullulk muniiged to ciipaizo 
the boiit. Ttiu leiii ilu was eaV'ui by onii of 
Ilia accoiiiplicLd aiul SuiljIU got cliMir away, 
Iho police thinking be was drowned. A 
paragraph evidently written by himselt, 
beaded ' Melancholy accident to an AnstraU 
inn gentlemen,' appeared io Iho papers. It 
was i:li,iniotjly discovered that he had es- 
caped to America with bin wilu'a money and 
Iho proceeds of the sale of lii.s wife'd Inrni- 
ture \vhich ho eold before he left England By 
tbe latest advioea he waa enjoying himself 
in New York. 

i Man Boundf Gagged aud Robbed 
in a Room in Broadway. 



From tbe New York 8nn, Pebruarj Int. 

A Still more startling robbery than 
any recently recorded, was coramiLted last 
evening in a room fronting on tv.o 
thorouglifnrcs of this city, tit iiii liotir 
when it might bo oxiieclcd the risk would 
bo so great ap to deter oven tho during 
thiovos of New York. At 7 o'clock last 
evooing, aa William Morey was seated in 
a room on the second story of 566 Broad- 
way, whose windows lace both Broadway 
and Prince streets, he was aronsed by a 
slight LOi.se like tho turning of a key in 
tho lock of tho door. As the room waa 
uaed as a faro bank, and as its seven keys 
are supposed ):o be in the possession of its 
froqucutcrs, Morey did not pay particnlar 
ntteuiion|to the noise, the more especially 
08 tho passage-ways of the room aro in- 
tricate and secured by liall doora, etc. 
Morey, therefore, retained his scmi-rocuius 
bent position, and quietly smoking his 
cigar, scarcely oven heeding a remark 
thot he heard, namely, '- If jou cull out 
I'll stab you." The next instant a 
stronger stood beforo him, brand- 
iahin(E_ fl loOK kuifo, which gleam- 
ed in the light shining from lUo 
windows of the Metropolitan Hotel, and 
repaated the warning. Morey 's first im- 
pulse was to jump op, daab out a pane ol 
glass and Ibua raise an alarm; but tbe 
two men seized him, in front and from be- 
faind, nod held him, at tho same tioitt rolteru- 
ting the threat to atub him. Kemamberiog 
the fnto ol Ilogors in East Twellib street, 
.Moroy endeavored to pacily his assailania by 
taking from the light ini-ide pocket of bis 
waistcoat a .irnall roll ol $300 in bank notes, 
and handing tbem to tbe thieves, told them 
to take bis money and begone. It was evi- 
dent, however, that tho men knew what they 
had come lor as,- rejeo'ing tha pnltry sum, 
ihey at once seized bim and put a gag in his 
mouth. They next searched him thorouiihly, 
alter which they bound him Irom the .yhoul- 
dera ti tbe heels, end back agiiio, with a 
strong rope, ijiog his haud.s to Lis side ond 
the slack of the rope into a s'ip knot near tbe 
hip. From Iho left inside pucket tlioy lonk 
a roll of S7 300 io bauk noten, nud Irom the 
waistcoat pocket about JoO, hesides tbe §300 
ofl'ored. From his lingers they tore oil his 
diamond rings and took a valuable diamond 
pin fiom hia shirt front, and then look away 
a valuable gold watch and cliiiio, Ihe jewelry 
being valued at over 81,000. Having oe- 
cured all this property, tho thiavea mode oU, 
leaving Moroy buued on tho 'loor, doubllcja 
(eeling certain that belora he could got 
free they would be out of danger. V/licn 
Ihey had taken tboir departure, Morey, 
by rolling abont, contrifcd lo got hold of the 
end of tl'Q slii:-I;iiol, and by degrees to 
oosen tho bnnd.s that held him ; and niter 
a whilo lorced himself Irom the ropes and tbe 
gag, but not belore bis mouth had been 
somewhat badly cut by the latter. As soon 
as bo could recover the use ol bia limb.^, he 
went to tbe Sixth Ward Polioa Station, and 
laid the ease beforo Captain John Joindun, 
who at onco set ut to investi^jiUe the robbery. 
On inquiring of tho apple man at the cor 
ner, and thu oliieur on ihu poat, Oapiain 
Jourdau learned that three men had been 
seen at the intorsoolion of Prince street and 
Broadway, leaning against the railing aruuud 
Ball, Black & Oo.'s premises. Tuo uppio 
man said tbut those men watched tho oliiccr 
in hi:! beat, then orossod over, and disappear-, 
ed in tha doorwoy leoding t j tho room in 
which tte robbory was committed. As t.vo 
men only appear to have been notnally on- 
gaged ill the robbory, Ibe probability is that 
the third kept watoh on tbo stair.", U it luui 
bappeiiod that any person had gone into the 
building nt the time tho thiovi.'j were at 
work, it is mote than likely that both Morey 
and tho now-oomor would have lost ihsir 
lives. Ah Morey waa at tbe time of the at- 
taclc sittin/r in the dark, watching the 
people passing on Broadway, ho oan'give no 
description ol the thieves, and there will be 
aome difficulty in Iraoing them. The only 
thing left behind are tbe knife and tbe rope
